In 1935 the 
Company will be entitled under 
the Franchise Tariff Clauses to 
make a formal recommendation 
for an increase of 40 per cent. 
Meanwhile, to remedy the 
Present unforeseen position 
wherein the fall in the tael has 
prevented the Company from 
paying. dividends and, indeed, 
inflicts on it a deficiency which, 
unless checked, will amount to 
Tis. 4,643,000 in March, 1935, 
the Councils were asked to agree 
to an immediate increase in the 
tariff of about 24 per cent. If 
this had been granted the effect, 
of course, would have been 
to reduce the steepness of 
the curve Yeading from the 
figures of the tariff now 
prevailing to the prospective 
jones after March, 1936, assuming 
as seems not unnatural from 
the auditors’ independent report 
—that the proposals then con- 
templated would be justified and 
accepted.

SUMMER ENDED .AT 
SWATOW 


Danger of a Shortage of Water 
Emphasised =. 


From Ove Owx Connesroxrenr 


Swatow, Oct, 14. 


We have at last reached the end 
of what has been one of the longest 
‘and most trying hot, seasons with- 
in the memory of the oldest re 

ident. It began carly, and. has| 
lingered long’ in its going. Wel 
generally reckon that by’ the middle 
of September the heat will break, 
but this year summer tempera: 
tures were still being recorded 
through the first week of October. 
It has also been one of the driest| 
summiers on record, There was 
only one rainfall it the  whole| 
month of August, and that” was| 
only slightly over am inch; while 
the month of July had less than| 
two inches to its credit, as against 
sixteen last, year. The typhoons 
on whose influences we ‘for 











rain jn the summer invariably went, 
fay to the east or to the south of 
us, and affected us little. 'The| 





effcets of this very low rainfall 
seemed ‘likely to be disastrous. for 
the ricefields, and these were prog: 
nostications that forty per cent, of 
them would be dried up. and tha 
crops ruined. The farmer folk,
